Italians  l*rotest  Cluirrhill's 
Approval  of  Bailo^lio  Rale 

NAPLES.  Feb.  28  isP). — The  Italian  Committee  of 
National  Liberation  protested  tonight  against  Prime  Min- 
ister Churchill’s  endorsement  of  the  Government  of  Premier 
Marshal  Pietro  Badoglio  last  week. 

In  a letter  addressed  to  Mr.  Churchill,  the  committee 
said  it  assumed  he  had  no  intention  of  “interfering  m the 
solution  of  our  country’s  internal  political  problems  at  the 
harm  of  the  Italian  people’s  right  to  be  and  remain,  par- 
ticularly after  20  years  of  dictatorship,  the  exclusive  and 
sovereign  judge  of  its  own  destinies.” 

Three  of  the  six  parties  in  the  committee  called  a brief 
protest  strike  of  Naples  workers  of  various  kinds  from  fac- 
tory hands  to  bank  clerks  for  next  Saturday. 

The  strike  will  be  in  protest  of  Mr.  Churchill’s  support 
of  the  Italian  Government  of  Premier  Marshal  Pietro  Ba- 
doglio, spokesmen  of  the  Communist  and  Social  Action  par- 
ties said. 

It  apparently  is  intended  only  as  a token  action,  since 
the  leaders  said  the  workers  would  be  asked  to  make  up  the 
time  during  tbeir  tuocb  hour  ao  as  not  to  hinder  the  war 
effort.

I hi'  use  of  avtronomy  as  an  aid  lo  navi- 
gation is  hundreds  of  years  old  in  the  world. 
Circcnwu'h  time,  nautical  almanacs,  tide  and 
Cither  tables  arc  indispensable,  and  they  stem 
directly  from  a study  of  the  heavens.  In  the 
modern  world  not  only  navigation  but  also 
aviation  lean  very  heavily  on  part  of  the 
knowledge  that  astronomers  by  slow  and 
patient  inquiry  have  gleaned  from  the  skies 
c'ver  countless  centuries,  as  far  back  in 
human  records  indeed  as  1800  B C.  It  is 
not.  then,  surprising  to  learn  that  the  Royal 
( .anadian  Naval  College  at  Royal  Roads  has 
acquired  a miniature  planetarium  the  first  of 
its  kind  in  British  Columbia  It  should  be 
immediately  and  immensely  valuable. 

Where  evervibing  is  In  motion,  as  is  the 
case  with  stellar  bodies,  it  is  very  difficult 
wiihoiit  visual  e»ample  to  set  out  precisely 
what  docs  go  on  Classes  in  navigation  can- 
not wait  a year  to  witness  one  complete  rev- 
olution of  phenomena  visible  from  this 
planet,  nor  yet  26.000  years  to  sec  some  ot 
the  strange  cycles  come  to  an  end  and  re- 
fommencr  In  a planetarium  all  these  pro- 
cesses can  be  speeded  up  and  shown  as  they 
■actualiy  do  take  place.  What  results,  then. 

IS  that  theory  is  reinforced  by  ocular  test, 
which  is  the  closest  thing  to  practice  that 
may  he  devised.  Astronomy  meteorology, 
climatology,  navigation  and  not  a few  other 
subjects  can  be  taught  bv  these  means,  and 
better  taught  than  the  same  studies  may  be 
tollowcd  with  texthooks-
